Allis peace 
and quietness, the curtain is down, the or- 
chestra is playing a popular moran and 
perfeet order reigns supreme, ‘The tinkling’ 
bell warns us that the second or third act, 
as the case may be, is about to commence; 
seats arc regained, the hum of conversa- 
ion is. hushed and the large audience 
comfortably arrange theniselves in. their 
seats to see and hear (othe best advantage. 
A moment's unexpected delay in the rising 
of the curtain-—a delay which the audience 
guickly show their disapproval of by sup- 
pressed titcring, and a subdued stamping 
of the feet; presently, hurried footsteps are 
heard rushing across the stage, voices in 
tones of loud alarm, an oath or two, and 
then, when the excitement is at its highest 
pitch, the terrible word ‘lire’ rings out 
with alarming clearness, Simultaneously 
with the alarm, flames are seen darting 
Ahrough the wings, and before the danger 
‘ean. be truly realised the stage is en- 
veloped -in the fiery clement.

‘The opinion has been expressed that theo: 
of Chinese immigration has not been to depress 
Wages in the department of domestic service. 
“Familics,” it is said, “now pay as much for 
Chinese as for white house servants, and for both 
the standard is just about twice as high as that: 
of the Eastern States.” If we could separale our 
present industrial condition from the condition 
that would prevail if there had been no Chinese 
immigration, we should probably find that 
domestic service is better paid than it would be “ 
if this ficld of industry had been kept open for 

white women, Hut the coming of the Chinese, 
and their’ employment, drove white women 
away, White servants would not ‘tompete - 
in a. field where the Chinese were ‘given, equal 
considcration. [t is impossible to estimate the 
oumber of women who -have been prevented 
from coming to this State by the fact that in 
almost every branch of woman's work theChinese 
Were competitors, . It is not only the present that 
is feared, but the future, in a still treater degree. 
Certain causes have placed a limit on Chinese 
immigration for some pears past. In fact, that 
class of our population has not relatively increased 
until within the pasttwo years. But the resources 
of China in the way of population are well known, 
With a hundred’ million surplus population to’ 
draw from, it.could never be known when the tide 
of immigration would sct in at a rate that would 
really reduce present prices of labor. California 
Wa long distance from the centre of population 
which would have furnished ua with servants, and 
the expense of coming here is too great to be une 
dertaken with more than ordinary. uncertaine 
tics.in regard to employment, But it is now 
claimed that the standard of wages for such ser. 
vice is twice as high asinthe East, If this ip 
true, the Chinese, by keeping white women away, 
haye made domestic service dearct instead of 
cheaper. There is no other branch of indus 
in which the standard of wages is twice wh 
is in the East. In urging our people to substitute 
white women for Chinese men as houschold ser: 
vants, we have not taken the ground that Chi- 
nese were working at present at. too low rate of 
wages. The supply, as matters now stand, isnot 
greatcr than the demand, and the Chinese aro ag 
sendy as any other class of people to take advan- 
tage of the situation, But wo have-shown that ° 
the large amount pald monthlycto Chinese sere 
Vvanta is lost to American trade, The ntore 
liberal the wages, the greater the loss.

The score or two of people who’ were present 
at thoCity Hall last night bad, what our comic 
evo contemporary vould term, “a gay time 
of it.” Amusician of the modern school thumped 
an interminable polka out of the ald musical case, 
misnamed a piano; Miss Beaudet warbled in 
gushing accents—if not with musical accuracy— 
the ballad “ Have $ not been kind to thee; ” and 
the Bandmann-Beaudet Combination appeared in 
their true element‘in Tom. Taylors exceedingly 
weak adaptation from the French, of a play enti- 
tled “ Dead or Alive,” originally written for Herr 
Bandmann, and played with great success by 
that eminent azfiste at the Queen's Theatre, 
London, about a dozen years ago. For the first 
time during the present season, the audience 
could honestly enjoy a hearty laugh at the low 
comedy of Miss Fergusson and Mr.’ Russell; to 
say nothing of the amusement caused by the bld 
fashioned blood and thunder, exeniplified in the 
mnclodramatic ravings of the extraordinary char- 
acters drawn by Mr. ‘Tom Taylor from the stilted 
esiggerations of his French contemporaries. The

cap, the eve before the battle of Austerlits. 
. We gather from Madame de Mourienne, who 
feats that her husband will be killed, if 
allowed takes part in the approaching 
action, that she has, unknawn to her hus- 
“band induced ta despatch the 
Colonel on a speeial mission to Berlin, The 
Colonel arrives’ and receives the Emperor's 
despatch ordering him to start at once for Berlin, 
which gives him an opportunity of wildly raving 
about the dishonour of leaving ‘his regiment on 
the eve of battle, &a, &e The opportune 
arrival of the Duc de Laval, the seeret lover of 
Madame de Monrignne, who is hoping that the 
Colonel may be killed inthe battle, leads to an 
arrangement being made by which the consent 
of the Emperor is obtained to allow the Colonel 
to remain at his post, De Laval taking his place 
as envoy to Berlin, ‘lhe ‘first acts ends with 
Colonel de Maurietine at the head of his regi- 
ment preparing for Austerlitz, and shouting Mrz 
: LE niperenr, : 
‘  Eightcen years are supposed to elapse between 
the figst and second acts. It is quickly made 
‘apparent that Ne Mourienne was killed at Aus- 
terlitz, and that De Laval married his widow, 
who shortly afterwards joined the majority, ‘The 
‘interest of the play is then confined to Melainic, 
the daughter of the Colonel, and an old person, 
who has been in every madhouse between the 
Khine and the Seine for asserting that he is the 
ql Count de Mourienne, who was killed at Auster- 
lita, Of course it is proved in the end that this 
old madman is actually the Count, who was 
passed as dead, and actually buried on the 
fickl of Austetlitz, but who recovered, and 
as since heen confined in different Innatic 
asyluins, Jt would be too wearisome to detail 
how this finale is approached, the scenes being 
full of glaring improbabilities, which even dra- 
matic leense scarcely justify. ‘This drama 
though full of imperfections contains several 
very striking situations, adapted purposely to suit 
the special abilitics of the actor for whom. the 
principal part was desigacd. 
We have in a previous notice stated that Herr 
Bandinann's melodramatic acting was a rough 
- copy of a style made popular by the late Charles 
r  Fechter. Mr, Bandmann, ts in fact My Fechter, 
withatit possssing the French actor's refinement, 
and delicacy of execution. ‘This resemblance 
may be accidental ; but if so, it is unquestionably 
f remarkable coincidence, Hawever, there canbe 
nodenying that Mr. Bandmann's inpersonation 
of Count de Mourienne is powerful and realistic, 
although much better in the later than in the 
catlier scenes. ‘Inthe first act, or prologue, the 
“actor certainly failed to create a favourable im- 
pression; but as the old madman. he on several 
occasions displayed dramati¢ powers of a high 
order. Avery large share of the success which 
the performance achieved was certainly duc to 
Mr Bandmann,’ We could not helplaughing at 
one part of the performance, When doubt, fs 
thrown on the supposed madman's story, itis re 
mmarked that the death of the Count de Mourienne 
vas reported in the papers.

IMPENDING TROUBLES AT 
NINGPO. 


BRUTAL ASSAULT ON THE CAPTAIN 
OF A CHINESE WAR JUNK. 


THREE AMERICANS UNDER ARREST. 


We. hear from reliable sources that serious 
trouble has arisen at Ningpo, and the foreign 
community have been placed in a position of 
danger. {t scems that on the n 
three Americans and an Austrian had gone 
‘ashore at, Ningpo for a spree. ‘The Americans 
were all captains of lorchas,—one is named Cap. 
tain Fuller another Captain Lee, and the third 
Captain Mackenzie—who was mate of the Ameri- 
can ship Swerise, and was discharged from that 
vessel and sent to prison at Shanghai recently for 
brutalassaultsonthecrew, TheAustrian belonged 
to the Customs revenue cruiser Ava-f/stag, which 
was lying at Ningpo at the time. These men it 
seems went toa Chinese brothel, but found they 
could not gain admission; and while they were 
knocking at.the'door, a Cantonese man appeared 
ata window on the upper storey of the house,’ 
and whether intentionally or unaware of their 
presence aur informant does not state, the Cans 
tonese conunitted a nuisance which greatly in- 
censed the foreigners. ‘The three Amerteans 
then burst oper the door of the house, and went 
fora Chinaman whom they found in bed, split 
his head open, kicked and battered him in a 
horrible manner, and broke two of his ribs, “This 
Chinaman, who was quite innecent of any 
offence, and was taken unawares, tumed out to 
he the captitin of one of eleven Canton war 
junks who had just come upto Ningpd, bent on 
dealing with the fimous pirate, Kwang King 
Man, Major Watson, Chief of the Ningpo 
‘Police, was called and soon dine to the house 
where the assault took place, but by that time 
the bold lorcha captains had cleared out, 
The Major found the Cantonese captain vomit- 
ing blood, and blood was sso spurting from the 
wounds in his head. N fthe assault reached 
the Canton war junks, and a party of their men 
cushed to the house, and would have torn Major 
Watson to pieces had not the women of the 
house interceded and explained that he was not 
The Canton warriors then went off

are entertained for the life ef the Canton 
captain, and the probability of a general 
riot depends on his fate. ‘The captain les in 
Messrs. Hudson & Co.'s house, formerly occupied 
by Uhe Ametican Consul on his arrival at Ningpo; 
and he is being attended by Dr. Henderson who 
pronounces hin as doing welle’ ifthe Canton 
captain dics, there is no saying What the crews 
of the war junks may do ; and the Chief of Police,

y. The police guards were donbled all over 
y settlement on the night of the tgth. ‘Fhe 
German Acting Vice-Consul, Mr, Gulizaw, is said 
to have promised to appeal to the German Con- 
sulate-General at Shanghai for a paunboat to be 
sentat once. It was hoped that the A‘wa-/2s¢uge 
would have remained a day or two pending the 
arrival of some other men-of-war,. Dut she left on 
the morning of the rth, “The eleven Canton war 
junks, with. complement.of 50 men each, have 
only just arrived at Ningpo from the south, 
and have come ona blood-thirsty mission, for 
they were to engage the pirate Hwang King 
Man in the Tai Chow district very shortly. ‘They 
are said to be a very rowdy lot. ‘The victim of 
the brutal assault, who is described as a tall, 
handsome, and powerful looking man, besides 
being the captain of one of these boats, is said to 
bea cousin of the 77-¢a/or Admiral, and the fear 
is that the 7¥-/a/, even if willing, will not be able 
to restrain his men, Should the attempt be made 
to remove the prisoners to Shanghai, itis expected 
that the Cantonese would rise at once to prevent 
it; and then again, if the victim dies, the safety 
of ‘the prisoncrs.at Ningpo is very questionable. 
The foreign community at Ningpo feel they have 
more to fearthan the Shanghai people had to fear 
from a mob of Ningpo carpenters and masons, 
as itis doubtful if the Cantonese would stop at 
vengeance on the three offenders. However, 
there is hope that the event will pass qver peace- 
fully. There is a universal: fecling of disgust 
against the prisoners, and it is to be hoped they 
will be adequately punished. 

Meanwhile, the Admiralty night be interested 
to know that nota single British gunboat has 
entered Ningpo during the last two months, and 
the last one that did had orders to remain only 
48-hours, Neither has there been an American 
gun-vessel in Ningpo’ for over a year, On this 
subject a correspondent writes :— 1 think it is 
extremely questionable whether Admiral Willes 
has any yoht to monopolize all the China gun- 
boats for a cruize with him, and ‘tell off one once 
in twoor three months lo pay a viait, not exceeding 
48 hours, to Ningpo.”

take care of the coast port communities of China, 
and lam certain the Admiral is. doing wrong in 
mtd them away as he ‘does, gunboat 
would bea very welcome visitor at present.’—
